These three 
banks (ie. the Hong Kong and Shang- 
hai-Bank, the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China and: the 
Mercantile Bank of India) have un- 
dertaken to sell sterling to other banks 
and to the public at not less than 1/2 
25/32d. and to buy sterling from 
other banks and the public at not 
more than 1/3 1/32d., for ready de- 
livery in each case. 

The last published statement of the 
financial position of the . Exchange | 
Fund showed that at the 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1938, its liabilities were $191,~- 
134,887, equal at-the above rate of 
1/2 18/16d. to £11,796,606, while its 
sterling assets amounted to £13,035,- 
370. ie. more than 110% of its 
liabilities.

THERE was great excitement at the 

Elysee Palace, Paris.
